Twelve persons, one the Commis- 
sioner of Police of Weehawken, N. 
J., and 10 of them policemen, were 
indicted yesterday by the Hudson 
County grand jury, in connection 
with a bootlegging. scandal which 
came to light through the activi- 
ties of a fighting priest. 

The twelfth man indicted yester- 
day is William Griffin of Jersey 
City, said to be the leader of the 
ring of liquor smugglers. Charges 
of misconduct in office and of con- 
spiracy to violate the State prohibi- 
tion enforcement act were con- 
tained in the indictments against 
the police officials. Griffin was 
charged with conspiracy.

Father Bennett was incensed by 
many of.the saloons in the neigh- 
borhood—and there is not a tough- 
er one within a thousand miles of 
New York—keeping open throughs 
out the night. It was while agitat- 
ing for the closing of these places 
that he ran into John Dorsey, a 
salesman, and Thomas Heagney, a 
Weehawken fireman. Both ap- 
peared before the grand jury and 
testified regarding what they had 
seen in the early hours of the 
morning along the water front. 

A third witness was Charles D. 
Kirk, a nephew of William P. Ver- 
don, Republican leader in Hoboken. 
All three are held as materia! wit- 
nesses. Dorsey, well aware of the 
swift vengeance of the bootleggers, 
is still in the county jail. 

Weehawken is, in many spot, a 
desolate place. No part of it is 
more desolate than the ghore near 
Baldwin avenue. which stands in 
the shadow of the heights, known 
as “Dead Man's Leap,” because of 
the number of suicides there. Here 
the bootleggers are said to have 
landed their cargoes, which were 
then loaded on trucks and trundled 
through the streets to the Hudson 
Count boulevard. Here, accord- 
ing to the stories on which the in- 
dictments are based, patrolmen in 
uniform and high police officials 
in civilian clothes directed the op- 
erations for compensation that 
varied from $10 a day and a bot- 
tle of liquor to a share in the prof- 
its.

Effect in France of Charge That 
Nation Is Violating Treaty 
Feared.

LONDON, Dec. 6.—The report of 
the interallied commission of con- 
trol in Germany has been drawn 
up and is unfavorable to Germany. ‘ 
This fact, which the New York 
World and the Post-Dispatch learn 
on unquestionable authority, is of 
serious international jmportance. 

The effect in France of the 
charge that Germany in maintain- 
ing armaments contrary to the 
peace treaty is feared, as well as 
the consequent reaction in Ger- 
many. 


For years France has been in- 
sisting that Germany is preparing 
under cover a huge army and gath- 
ering immense military stores. The 
control commission, created t>» in- 
spect German military resources, 
was not allowed to function during 
the Ruhr bBccuRation and after that 
Berlin accepted resumption of con- 
trol only after much delay and pro- 
test. 

Threatened with an ultimatum 
Germany capitulated, and the in- 
vestigation began last August. Fac- 
tories, the police force, warehouses 
and documents have been inspect- 
ed and an “unfavorable report” 
would indicate that Germany has 
not kept her forces within the lim- 
its set by the Versatilles treaty.

3 BOYS CONFESS 
COMMITTING 21 
HOLDUPS IN MONTH 


Youths, 16 or Under, De- 
tail Their. Operations 
After Remark of Ac- 
quaintance Causes Arrest 


“THEY’RE OUT EVERY 
NIGHT,” FRIEND SAID 


Leader Tells of Robbing 
Man of Auto and Then 
Abandoning It to Ride 


Home in Taxi. 


Three boys, dubbed by police 
“the Illinois avenue gang,” are 
held at Wyoming Street Police Sta- 
tion today while they detail, gs if 
the whole business were a joke, 
the circumstances of 21 highway 
robberies gommitted during the 


last month. 

Christ Herdibu, 16 years old, of 
3414 Illinois avenue, admits he is 
the leader. His companions, Fred 
Cookson, 15, of 3539 Illinois ave- 
nue, and William Kauffmann, 16, 
of 3509 Illinols avenue, agree that 
Christ planned the jobs and that 
they took turns helping him. 

The trio were arrested yesterday 
after a woman residing in the 2000 
block of Utah street telephoned po- 
lice she had geen three young fel- 
lows prowling in the alley behind 
her home and trying garage doors 
as if planning to steal an automo- 
bile. Police Lieutenant John Mc- 
Carthy, who went to investigate 
with two detectives, did not find 
the suspects but they arrested a 
fourth boy who resides in the 
neighborhood. 

“They’re Out Every Night.” 

“What are you arresting me 
for?” this lad demanded. “I'm 
honest. Why don't you get John 
and Fred? They’re out almost every 
night sticking people up.” 

The Fred he referred to was 
Cookson, and the John was Kafff- 
mann, known by that name as well 
as “William.” Cookson and Kauff- 
mann were arrested at their homes 
and they promptly involved Herdi- 
bu. 

Most of the holdups to which 
the three confessed were minor 
robberies in which only a few dol- 
lars were taken. However, Herdi- 
bu confessed he was the youth who 
asked a ride of R. E. Klinkhart, 
8119A South Alfred street, Nov. 
28, and then robbed him, taking 
his automobile also. Herdibu re- 
counted his betrayal of the “good 
Samaritan.”’ 

“I was standing by a Ford 
coupe on Seventh boulevard, near 
Wyoming street,” he related, “and 

signaled that guy to stop. He 
did and we drove on Seventh to 
Poplar street. There I pulled a 
gun and said, ‘Well, brother, 
we've gone far enough. Hand 
over your money.’ He gave me 
$5.75. I said, ‘I'll take the car, 
too, and you'll have to do the 
walking. I ain’t. My § health’s 
bad.” So I drove the car to a fill- 
ing station on Shaw avenue, not far 
from Grand, called a taxi and left 
the machine there, riding home in 
the taxi.” 

It was Herdibu working alone 
who held up his friend, David 
Schmidt, 18 years old, in front of 
the latter’s home at 3431A Texas 
avenue, Nov. 23. The holdup oc- 
curred at night and Schmidt did 
not recognize Herdibu as he turned 
over $5 to him. But the young 
robber easily recalled the holdup 
when Schmidt appeared at the po- 
lice station this morning. 

Recount Funny Expericnces. 

With Kauffman the gang's lead- 
er held up John Lukas, 22, of 3326 
Pennsylvania avenue, Nov. 28. 
They took $32 and a fishing li- 
cense. Lukas begged them to re- 
turn the license, saying he wished

GANGSTERS’ CLUB 
0 GET ROBBERS 


Two Men Found in Max- 
welton Club Are Identi- 
fied in Theft of $11,355 
Payroll.

MOTORIST CERTAIN 
THEY ARE THE MEN 


Leslie J. Nichols, Who Was 
Halted During the Hold- 
up, Says Suspects Had 
Sawed-Off Shotguns. 


Maxwelton Club, county head- 
quarters of the crippled Egan gang, 
was broken into yesterday after- 
noon in the search for suspects in 
the robbery of an $11,355 payroll 
of the St. Louis Mazda Lamp 
Works of the General Electric Co. 
earlier in the day, and two men 
known to detectives as associates 
of Eganites were arrested. 

These men were identified less 
than two hours after the robbery 
as two of the robbers, the police 
announced. Breaking into the 
Maxwelton Club rendezvous of 
Egan gangsters and their associ- 
ates is an act previously unheard 
of, although officers have been ad- 
mitted in the past in carrying on 
inquiries. The “club,” which is 
virtually a roadhouse, is on Olive | 
Street road, west of Olivette. 


Things are not the same there in 


the absence of “Dinty’’ Colbeck 
and four of his close associates, 
who are serving 25 years at Leav- 
enworth for the $54,000 Staunton 
(Ill.) mail robbery. 

“Cocky” Walah, 28 years old, 
who gave his address as 6417 Sub- 
urban avenue, and Louis Mulcon- 
ery, 28, of 5719A Baston avenue, 
were the men arrested and identi- 
fled. 

The robbery was in the county, 
just west of the city limits, on Et- 
zel avenue. Three county Deputy 
Sheriffs, whose basis of action has 
not been explained—whether it was 
suspicion or a “tip’—called four 
city detectives and a uniformed po- 
lice Sergeant to join them and vis- 
ited the Egan gang hangout. 

Found in Bedroom. 

When the raiders rang at the 
front door of the place there wag 
no answer. Neither was there an 
answer to their knocks at a rear 
door, so Deputy Sheriff Kick broke 
the glass in the upper half of that 
door and unfastened the lock in- 
side. The first floor was deserted, 
but in a bedroom upstairs Walsh 
and Mulconery were found, Walsh 
in the act of changing his clothes. 

Identification of Walsh and Mul- 
conery as two of the five payroll 
robbers was made py Leslie 
J. Nichols of 5960 Plymouth ave- 
nue, the police announced. Nich- 
ols was driving his automobile 
west in Etzel avenue and encoun- 
tered the holdup of three execu- 
tives of the lamp works. He was 
made to stop at the scene by two 
of the robbers, who weré armed 
with sawed-off shotguns, and who 
took the keys of his machine away. 
These men were Walsh and Mul- 
conery, Nichols declared. 

Deny Complicity. 

“Applesauce” and “bolonev”’ 
were the chief answers of Walsh 
and Mulconery to the raiders’ ques- 
tions, indicating their denial of par- 
ticipation in the robbery. They 
added that they were at the club 
all afternoon. They were taken to 
Police Headquarters. 

C. A. Dalton, manager of the 
lamp works, and R. F. Baker, as- 
sistant manager, two of the execu- 
tives held up, said Walsh and Mul- 
conery resembled two of the rob- 
bers, but they could not be posi- 
tive. 

The robbery was at 2:45 p. m. 
and was about a block east of the 
lamp works, which is at Etzel 
avenue and the Wabash tracks. 
Dalton was accompanied in his car 
by Baker and L. G. Bauman, of- 
fice manager, who guarded the 
money in a satchel In the rear seat. 
The robbers, who were masked 
with white handkerchiefs, were in 
a Lincoln touring car and crowded 
Dalton’s car to the ditch, then 
made the plant executives alight. 
They seized the money, disabled 
Dalton’s car and sped west. in 
Etzel avenue. The Lincoln car 
later was abandoned in University 
City. It was stolen from the Milk 
Wagon Drivers’ Union Oct. 9. 

Thirteen Others Picked Up.

CHLORINE GAS PROVES 
FECTIVE FOR COLD 


Doctor’s Questionnaire Shows 
656 Cases Cured: Out of 
1029 Reported. 


Special to the Fost-Dispatch. 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Dec. 6. 


—Chlorine gas has proved its ef- 
fectiveness in the treatment of 


colds, whooping cough, bronchitis 
and other diseases. This came ont 
in a questionnaire answered by 
leading physicians throughout the 
country, Lieut. Col. Edward B&B. 
Vedder, chief of the medical re- 
search division of the United States 
Arsenal at Edgewood, Md., de- 
clared here last night at a meeting 
of the New Jersey health commis- 
sioners. 

He raised the possibility of hav- 
ing gassing chambers in all hos- 
pitals and of putting chlorine cas 
to prophylactic use in school 
rooms, theaters and other crowded 
places to prevent epidemics of 
colds, bronchitis, influenza and 

ther diseases. 

Estimating that from a fourth to 
a third of all diseases which in- 
capacitate school children are in- 
fections acquired through the res- 
piratory tract, he said breathing 
of chlorine gas probably wotfd pre- 
vent spread of measles and scar- 
let fever, although not curing such 
cases where already developed. 

The result of the questionnaire 
showed 1029 cases reported. on 
these 656, or 64 per cent were 
cured: 312, or 30 per cent were im- 
proved, and 61, or 6 per cent, 
showed no change. The cases were 
chiefly acute colds or bronchitic. 
Favorable results were shown in 
treatment of a few whooping 
cough cases. 

The prophyla@ic effect of the 
gas indicated, Col. Vedder said, by 
results in treating cases of whoop- 
ing cough in families with several 
children. One child in the family. 
having a fully developed infection, 
would show improvement. 
who otherwise would be expected 
to “catch” the disease, woud fall 
to do so after being treat with 
gas. |

TRAIN CONDUCTO

Contention Arises Over Ad- 
missibility of Part of His 
Testimony and Case 
Goes Over to Monday. 


In support of the plea of self- 
defense, attorneys for Lem Mot- 
low, wealthy Tennessee distiller, 
introduced in evidence today six 
photographs of the interior of 
Pullman car L-20, in which Motlow 
on March 17 shot and killed Clar- 
ence T. Pullis, Pullman conductor, 
on a Louisville & Nashville train, 
following an altercation between 
Motlow and the negro porter, Ed 
Wallis. 

Objection by Circuit Attorney 
Sidener on the ground that it had 
not been shown that the car pho- 
tographed was the one in which 
the shooting occurred, or that it 
was made up as it was at the time 
of the shooting, was overruled by 


Judge Hamilton after satisfying 
himself by an examination of the 
photographs that they agreed with 
the porter’s description of how the 
car was made up. : 

Garesche Had Pictures Taken. 

Vital W. Garesché, of counsel for 
the defense, testified he arranged 
for the taking of the photograp‘s 
and was presenty when they were 
taken, that the car wa’ the one in 
which the shooting occurred and 
that it was made up as it was on 
the night of the shooting. 

The Circuit Attorney asked if the 
porter was present when the pho- 
tographs were taken. Garesche said 
no, he did not want the porter 
there and was afraid to have him 


there. He did not explain what ne 


feared. 

The apparent purpose of the de- 
fense was to try to show by the 
photographs that Joseph Broida, a 
passenger, witness for the State, 
could not have seen the shooting 
while standing im front of berth 
No. 10, as testified by him. The 
shooting occurred in the space of 
berth No. 2, which had not been 
made up. Between that space and 
berth No. 10 were berths which had 
been made up.

WOLLBRINCK TO REFUND TO 
STATE $16,714 AND INTEREST

Former City Assessor Louis W. 
announced yesterday 
that he would refund to the State. 
with interest, $16,714.46, which the 
Supreme Court has held he was 


unlawfully paid as extra compen- 
sation in the assessment of income 


taxes in 1919, 1920 and 1921. 

The decision was based on an 
action brought by Assessor William 
¥. Buder, in which the court held 
Byder was not entitled to com- 
pensation for extra clerk«hire in 
handling of the income tax 
assessments. 

Wollbrinck was paid the fees in 
the sum mentioned upon three sep- 
arate opinions Ry past and present 
Attorneys-Generat. Assessors re- 
ceive their salaries from fees ex- 
cept in St.-Louls, where the salary 
is fixed by law at $5000 annually. 
The State income tax law made it 
mandatory for the Assessor to per- 
form the extra duties, or face re- 
moval from office by the Governor. 


When Wollbrinck was in office the 
Attorney-General ruled he was en- 


titled to the same compensation as 
Assessors throughout the 
State for this work.

Punishment Prevents Murder Is Mistaken. 


Clarence Darrow was in a whim- 
sical mood and a vein of ght sa- 
tire ran through his addryss on 
“Capital Punishment,” decvered 
last night befere an audience 
which more than half-filled the 
Odeon. 

The veteran Chicago lawyer, eu- 
thor, philosopher, more recently 
famed as the defender of Loeb and 
Leopold, for two and a half hours 
entertained his hearers with witti- 
cisms and sallies aimed at prevail- 
ing materialistic philosophies, at 
religion, politics and law. Only in 
closing, when he made a dramatic 
plea against the taking of life by 
the Btate, did he exhibit any of the 
fire or fervor which his reputation 
has established for him. 

“Everybody has his religion and 
his politics handed down to him by 
his forbears,”’ he asserted upon his 
introduction by former Circuit At- 
torney Lawrence McDaniel, who 
presided. This’ was his text, and 


laws and customs are. entirely 
man-made and therefore fallible. 

“I wouldn’t care who made the 
laws of the country,” he continued, 
“if I could interpret them. Take 
the commandment, “Thou shalt not 
kill.’ Does that apply only to the 
vegetable and animal kingdom”? 
Does it apply to human beings? 
Well, you can kill in war. In the 
last war we even called in the 
heathens to help in the killing. 
And the preachers, too. §o if that 
was all right, then wholesale kil!- 
ing must be right and retail hill- 
ing wrong. 

“You can kill in seit. defense, 
though thee commandment doesn't 
say so. You can kill if you are at- 
tacked in your own home, unless

“A robber kills to save his free- 
dom,” declared the speaker. ei 
he doesn’t kill and is caught, he 
gets from one to 10 years, or may- 
be it’s 10 times 10 in your 
State. Well, people say increase 
the punishment. Do that, and the 
robber will go and kill his victim 
first and then rob him. In the old 
days there was real punishment— 
boiling in oil with folks sitting 
around and getting a kick out of It. 
Pickpockets were hanged and the 
people made a holiday of it, with 
all the pickpockets in the country 
attending and spending a profitable 
day at their trade. 

Open Season on Husbands. 

“As to sex crimes, I'm pretty 
wise, but I don’t know how to 
settle them. Wives kill husbands, 
husbands kill wives, and sweet- 
hearts kill both and each other. 
As to wives, I know there is no 
such thing as sex equality. For 
this is the open season on hus- 
bands. Would burning in oll stop 
these crimes? No. . Perhaps a 
litthe freedom of divorce would 
help; perhaps a little more division 
of money—pbut the crimes wouldn’t 
stop. 

Man is an emotional animal, who 
works not with his brain, but auto- 
matically, the speaker asserted.

Snowstorm Compels Low Flying. | 

“We passed over several small 
islands, but the snow was.go thick 
that we had to descend almost to 
the edge of the water and craw!

The rest of 
us were so close to him that it was 
ell we could do to bank up steep 
in order to avoid crashing into 
each other.

“Just as we reached the entrance 
to Yakutut Bay, the famous body 
of water which leads to Disen- 
chantment Bay and the glaciers 
that descend from the slopes of 
Mount Seattle, we shot out into the 
brilliant sunlight again. There 
looming up directly in front of us, 
was one of the most impressive 
sights in the world, Mount St. 
Llias, a monarch among moun- 
tains, towering up to over 18,000 
feet. Between us and the moun- 
tain lay a vast ice field, with Mala- 
spina Glacier, the largest river of 
ice in Alaska, in the foreground. 

“It looked to us as though this 
one glacier must cover, hundreds 
and hundreds of square miles. For 
nearly 40 miles, from Yakutat Bay 
to Icy Bay, we flew along the edge 
of it. 


“The sight of this enormous ice 
field extending from the pellucid 
depths of the North Pacific to the 
distant summit of Mount St. Elias. 
a giacial area larger than* the 
whole of Switzerland, sent icy 
thrills up and down our spines, de- 
spite the warmth of our fur-lined 
suits. It was the first great glacier 
that the most of us-had ever seen. 
So we flew right down along the 
face of it, almost close enough to 
touch it, while Jack photographe4 
the other planes between us and 
that prodigious wall of cold blues 
ice 

“Although an inspiring sight 
indeed one of the most inspiring of 
the entire world flight—there was 
something weird and~- terrifying 
about seeing that apparently mo- 
tionless but continually moving 
monster of the arctic stretched out 
before us like a ghosfly white em- 
blem of death. 

“Just off Icy Bay, and due south 
of Mount St. Elias, where the Duke 
of Abruzzi first gained fame as a 
mountain climber, we plunged into 
another snowstorm. This ons 
turned out to be a biizzard, and_in 
comparison with it the first one we 
had encountered off Brady Glacier 
was a mere teaser. Again we had 
to descend almost to the water, 
and with a sort of misery loves

thick we were in danger of run- 
ning into each other and had to 
separate, The only way we could 
tell whether the others were ahead 
was when we would get into the 
wash from the propeller of one 
of the other planes and wobble 
around and nearly upset on the 
beach before getting out of it. 


Following the Shore Line. 


“The beach was covered with 
snow and the air all around us was 
filled with it. So everything was 
of one color, and we might just as 
well have been flying in total dark- 
ness. The only contrast was a nar- 
row strip along the beach where 
the wavea/ kept washing up and 
melting the snow. We all dropped 
down and clung to this line until we 
came to a bay, then we would shoot 
straight across until we picked up 
the beach again on the other side. 
The only time we lost the shore line 
was when we would suddenly jump 
across a bay like at the mouth of 
Tsivat River. 

“Twice we passed over villages 
blanketed with snow, but with 
many of the roofs all caved in— 
they looked utterly deserted. We 
learned later that they were aban- 
doned mining towns, ghost cities of 
the past, sepulchers of the hopes of 
the adventurers who came to Alas- 
ka from the four corners of the 
globe back in the days of the gold 
rush to Dawson, Fairbanks and 
Nome. As we passed over one of 
those deserted towns I recall think- 
ing that if we cracked up, it 
wouldn't be a bad place because we 
would at least find shelter from 
the blizzard. 

“Had there been a cliff or prom- 
intory jutting out into the sea 
along that shore line, the chances 
are that all four planes would have 
crashed Weadlong into it. We 
couldn't have avoided it, and we 
were flying too low to have gone 
over it. But luckily the coast was 
straight and the beach clear. 


“Sometimes we flew so low that 
our pontoons dragged on the wa- 
ter. Occasionally we would pass 
over boats half burted In the sand, 
or over piles of logs washed up 
in the’sand, or over piles FRAAF 
by the sea, and I kept wondering 
if we would hit them. Most of 
the time I flew standing up in 
the cockpit braced against the 
back of the seat with my feet on 
the rudder bar so that I could look 
out over the front of the plane as 
well as over the side. I didn't 
dare sit down because if I did I 
couldn't see the beach. 

“Every few minutes I had to 
change goggles because the snow 
driving agafnst my face melted, 
trickled down behind them and 
blurred the § lenses. Jack, of 
course, was as intently on the 
lookout from the rear cockpit as 
I was. And we both kept wonder- 
ing where the rest of the gang were 
until all of a sudden the plane 
would start to jerk and pitch ve 
then we knew we were in the 
wash of a propeller and that 


someone was just ahead of bs. 

‘This second storm lasted near- 
ly an hour. But even more sud- 
denly than we had plunged into it 
we came diving out into the 
bright sunshine again. Everybody 
looked wildly around for every- 
body else, hoping to see them and 
hoping that nothing had  hap- 
pened to any of the other planes 
in the blizzard., At first Jack and 
I couldn’t see a sign of them. 
Then, far ahead, we spotted the 
‘Seattle’ and the ‘Boston,’ and, 
looking behind us into the’ snow 
from whence we had just come, 
we saw the ‘Chicago’ emerge. it 
would be difficult to Imagine just 
how elated we were at getting out 
of that storm! 

“We passed more glaciers and 
ice capped mountains, and below 
us On the beach we saw fishing 
boats andoccasionally a wrecked 
steamer. Smith and Arnold gave 
vent to their joy in getting out 
of the blizzard alive by diving 
around In the alg and flying low 
over the boats simply out of curi- 
osity to seo what it was that kep't 
them standing up so straight in the 
sand instead of lying over on on*% 
side. We were all so relieved ar 
getting out of the storm that we 
would have ‘looped’ if our cruiser. 
had been the sort of planes in 
which you can ‘stunt.’ 

“After flying over Controller 
Bay and Katalla Postoffice wa 
headed out over Prince William 
Souné, deciding to push straight 
on to Seward instead of turning 
in to Cordova. Afterwards we 
learned that the citizens of Cor- 
dova were rather badly disappoint- 
ed. It seems that they had ar- 
ranged an elaborate reception, had 
sent all the way to the States for 
bunting with which to decorate 
their streets and had planned_a big« 
banquet. We also were isap - 
pointed, but our one thought was 
to get on with our flight as rapidly 
as the weather would permit. 

“Half way to Seward and not 
far from the little island town of 
Latouche we passed over the 8. 8. 
‘Star,’ a tiny passenger vessel tha: 
Capt. Bissell had used for carry- 
ing our supplies out to the Aleu- 
tian Islands. She blew her whistle 
and Capt. Johannsen and his crew 
waved to us. The ‘Star’ is known 
in the North as ‘the rubber bot- 
tomed boat,’ because she is al- 
ways getting on the rocks and then 
getfing off again without damage. 

“At 3:45 that afternoon we flew 
around Cape Junken over a few 
miles of open sea and up Resur- 
rection Bay to the city of Seward, 
at’ the head of the most beauti- 
ful fjord in North America, if not 
in the world. : 

“This, unluckily, was to be the 
last time that we were to enter a 
port in company with our com- 
mander and the flagship ‘Seattie’ 
for it was on the next flight down 
the Alaskan peninsula that Martin 
and Harvey were lost.”

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I have seen it 54 below for weeks 
at a stretch in Manitoba and North 
Dakota. At Havre, Mont., they 
once had a temperature of 68 be- 
low and the people went about 
their daily work without serious 
inconvenience. In Siberia a tem- 


perature of 85 below has been re- 


corded, 31 degrees colder than was 
ever recorded in 40 years north of 
the Arctic Circle. 

“Intemperate” Zone. 


“The hottest place on the globe 
is popularly believed to be on or 
near the equator. As a matter of 
fact, the highest temperature ever 
recorded on the equator was 1#6. 
That is fairly warm, of course, but 
in Death Valley, Cal. the ther- 
mometer has climed to 144 repeat- 
edly. AlMethis heat in the same 
zone that boasts the world’s coldest 
spot. It really should be called the 
intemperate zone. In order to be 
cald, a spot must either be far from 
the equator, at high atitude or far 
from the ocean. The North Pole 
is quite a distance form the equa- 
tor, it is true, put it is not high 
above seas level because it is in 
the sea itself and its not far from 
the ocean for the same reason. 

‘What about this belief in the 
eternal snows of the Far North? 
The snowfall of Missouri is heavier 
than that of the polar regions and 
that of Vermont is five times as 
great. It melts in summer just as 
it does here except in the moun- 
tains. In winter it drifts deeply in 
ravines, but on the prairies is so 


light that the heavy growth of wild 
grass extends above it and furnishes 
feed for the millions of caribou 
which live there. How else could 
they live? Remember, too, that 
caribou and wild grass are not the 
only forms of life if the Arctic. 
On my three expeditions our natur- 
alists discovered 28 kinds of ferns, 
250 varieties of lichens, 330 kinds 
of mosses, 760 kinds of flowering 
plants and 250 species of animals 
and birds. All this from 150 to 
750 miles north of the Arctic cir- 
cle.”

VOTE OF CONFIDENCE GIVEN

When the two-story thinkers assembled 
under the cartoon this morning it looked as 
if Greece had been reborn and the agora 
were booming. Socrates wore kis new fur- 
lined debating gown; which has sent some 
of the young philosophers scurrying to their 
tallors. He was in fine spirits, and seemed 
entirely recovered from the shock suffered 
by all the topwits when the people turned 
in a verdict of not guilty as to the Repub- 
lican party 

“I suppose time heals everything and that 
we ehall in time become as complaisant in 
the gesture of virtue-as people usually do.” 
he said in the course of an allusion to this 
subject. ‘‘What the election meant was a 
sufficient commentary upon our times to 
make us think of it once in a while. The 
People did not mean to @eay that they trust 
the Republican party. They did not even 
mean to condone its offenses, or to induce 
the Inference upon its part that it may cor- 
tinue in evil.” 

Good Reprint: Then what did they mean? 

Socrates Simply this, that despite the 
protestations of virtue in all other parties 
when the Republicans sinned the people did 
not believe any of these others better than 
the Republicans.

To make the fig pudding, put tn 
a mixing bowl 1 cup of molasses, 
% cup of finely chopped citron, 
% cup of finely chopped suet, % 
teaspoon each of mace, nutmeg, 
allspice, cinnamon and ginger, 74 
pound of figs cut in tiny bits, 1% 
cups of bread crumbs, 1% cups of 
flour sifted with 1 tablespoon of 
baking powder. In a smaller bow] 
put 1 cup of black coffee, yolks of 
2 eggs, beat hard to blend, turn Into 
the pudding. Blend smooth, mtx 
and turn in well-greased and 
floured pudding mold and steam 
for two hours. 

When steaming pudding place 
mold in kettle and have the boil- 
ing water in the kettle about 2-3 
the depth of the mold. Cover the 
kettle closely and place a weight 
on lid. Place pudding on a sim- 
mering burner after the pudding 
is boiling 10 minutes. 

Serve fig pudding with afgsl 
sauce. To make it place in mix- 
ing bowl 2-3 cup of confectioners’ 
sugar, yolk of 1 egg, 3 tablespoons 
of butter. Cream until light and 
fluffy, and then add 3 tablespoons 
of boiling water and stir until 
smooth, then whip in a portion of 
Caledonian cream, prepared as fol- 
lows: Place in bowl thd whites of 
3 eggs, 2-3 cup of apple or quince 
jelly; whip with rotary egg beater 
until the mixture forms a stiff 
meringue. 

OCHEESE SOUFFLE. 


Scald one cupful milk, turn this 
over one cupful of cheese broken 
into small bits and one cupful bread 
crumbs to which has been added 
a small piece of butter, a little salt 
and a dash of cayenne. Beat yolks 
of two eggs and add. Beat whites 
of the eggs stiffly and fold in 
lightly. Bake 1% hours and serve 
hot. 


FAMOUS WOMEN 


The Duchess of Portsmouth. 


OUISBE DE QUERONALLE, 

Duchess of Portsmouth, was 

one of the fhistresses of 
Charlies II of England. She came 
of a noble family in Lower Brit- 
and accompanied the Duchess of 
Orleans from France when she 
went to visit the court of hér broth- 
er in 1670. She was at that time 
about 35 years of age and very 
beautiful. Her appearance, man- 
ners and her wit soon fascinated 
Charles, and she agreed to remain 
with him, ostensibly as his mis- 
tress, but In reality as a spy on his 
factions in the French interests. 
There is no disgraceful action in 
the last years of her royal lover in 
which she did not appear as a prin- 
cipal mover. She was raised to the 
highest honors in the land by 
Charles, while the French King 
also bestowed on her the Duchy of 
Aubigne in France. Her pensions 
and profits were ehormous. In 1675 
her young son was created Duke of 
Richmond and Lenox. Her influ- 
ence over the heart and politics 
of Charles continued unshaken to 
the last. On his death In 1685 the 
Duchess went to Paris, where her 
extravagance finally ruined her and 
she had to depend for subsistence 
on a pension from the French Gor- 
ernment. She died at Aubigne, 
France, in 1794 in her ninetieth 
year, closing a long, selfish life in 
which not an act is recorded that 
excites either pity or admiration.

world. But it is no mystery to Prof. 
Wegener and his followers. He has a 
very fascinating theory to explain it all 
But the trouble with it is that it does 
not stand up under the acid test of 
mathematics, mechanics, physics and 
geology. 

He claims that sometime in the past 
all land areas of the earth were joined 
together, later separating into continents 
and islands, with water rushing in be- 
tween. The land animals and plants 
floated along undisturbed on their cakes 
of earth. 

Wegener used some longitude deter- 
minations made in Greenland during the 
last century to substantiate his theory 
that continents are drifting. The trou- 
ble here is that the earlier longitude de- 
terminations in Greenland depended 
upon observations of the Moon and they 
were subject to errors of several] miles. 
His use of Greenland longitudes is not 
justified. 

The proposed world net of longitude 
stations will prove or disprove Wegener’s 
“drifting of continents” theory for the 
error in the location of a longitude sta- 
tion will not be more than 30 feet. At 
intervals of five, ten or some other 
number of years the observations will be 
repeated and any movements during the 
intervals, amounting to 100 feet or more, 
will surely be detected. In the mean 
time, we need not let the drifting of 
North America towapd Asia bother us. 
The distance between our Western coast 
and the coast of Asia is about 5000 
miles. Even should the rate of drift be 
one-tenth of a mile per year, 5000 years 
would be required to make the junction 
of the two continents. Should they join 
the most profound climatic changes 
would result. Regions now supporting 
great populations would become arid 
deserts owing to their having been re- 
moved so far from the ocean waters 
which provide the moisture which later 
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falls as rain. The wandering of the con- 
tinents is an interesting story, but at 
least half of.us believe that there is 
nothing in it. We seem to be well satis- 
fied with the present layout of the land; 
at least, we are used to it, so let us hope 
that the longitude tests do not disturb 
us as well as the continents 

While we know from the seismological 
and tidal observations that the earth is 
solid throughout and as rigid as steel, 
yet there are movements of material 
below the earth's crust which compen- 
sate the great shifting of load on the 
crust by streams and rivers. sillions 


of tons of earth are carried yearly by: 


the Mississippi and other great rivers 
from the“highlands to their deltas. This 
shifting of load disturbs the balance and 
causes deep-seated movements. All of 
this has to be true to agree with the 
theory of “‘isostasy.”’ 

That the Hertzian waves used in radio 
communication travel fast we all agree. 
But how fast? Even shou}d we know, 
it would not affect us in the qpjoyment 
of a radio concert, but it might affect 
chart makers who are engaged in locat- 
ing shore lines, mountains, rivers and 
cities, and also the navigator of a vessel. 
The determination of the velocity of ra- 
dio waves will result from the longitude 
work planned. 

After the net has been adjusted to 
eliminate all discrepancies we shall know 
the distance between each two longitude 
stations. Take, for instance, the U. &. 
Naval Observatory at Washington and 
the observatory at Greenwich, England. 
Their distance apart will be known with 
extreme accuracy. Then let the signals 
sent from Annapolis radio station be re- 
ceived and compared with the cloeKs at 
the two observatories. In one case, the 
radio signals traveled about 30 miles and 
in the other about 3000 miles. The dif- 
ference in the clock times of receiving 
the signals at the two observatories, sub-

between them, will be the time required 
for the radio impulses to travel 2700 
miles. Many tests between observatories 
over the world can be made. We can 
learn whether the radio impulses travel 
at the same speed in all directions. Of 
course, if the velocity of the radio waves 
is comparable with that of the velocity) 
of light, about 186,000 niles per second, 
the determination may and probably will 
be in error some thousanyis of miles, but 
it seems certain that the only method by 
which even an approximately accurate 
measure may be made is the one outlined 
above. 

The determination of hatitude, even 
from the earliest days of navigation, has 
not been the serious problem as has 
been the one involved in the determina- 
tion of longitude. All that is necessary 
in the latitude work is to determine the 
altitude of a star or the sun as it passes 
the meridian of the observer; the de- 
termination of a latitude is entirely inde- 
pendent of the latitude of any other 
place. In longitude work, however, one 
has to Aepend on the comparison of 
clocks at the base station and the new 
station. 

The determination of longitude has 
ever been a serious matter to the navi- 
gator, the explorer and the map maker. 

In the time of Columbus and for some 
time afterward, the navigator would set 
his course to reach the latitude of the 
point of destination and then would gail 
east or west as the case required. He 
was so uncertain of his longitude that 
he did not dare sail on a direct course. 
Even as late as 1737 an English asso- 
ciation entitled “Commissioners for the 
discovery of longityde at sea” offered a 
price of about $50,000 for a method of 
determining longitude within 60 ge0- 
graphic miles, to be tested by a voyage 
to the West Indies and back, and the

Circuits of Certainty 
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Radio to Establish the 
World’s Longitudes 


(Continued From Page 1.) 


sum was Ihcreased to about $100,000 for 
an accuracy within 30 miles. The last 
grant was made in 1815, although the 
board remained in existence until 1828. 

Thanks to the astronomers, methods 
were gradually improved and a long 
step forward was made with the perfec- 
tion of watches and chronometers with 
which the time of the port of sleparture 
could be carried by the navigator. 

But all methods for the determina- 
tion of longitude were crude prior to the 
discovery or development of telegraphy 
by Morse. The U. S. Coast and Geodetie 
Survey officials soon saw the value of 
the telegraph in longitude work and they 
devised methods and instruments for 
making use of it. The first telegraphic 
longitude in the United States was de- 
termined on Oct. 10, 1846, between 
Washington and Philadelphia, by ob- 
servers of that organization. In the 
years 1866, 1870 and 1872, the difference 
of longitude between Europe and Amer- 
ica was determined by officials of the 
survey over the Atlantic cables. It is 
remarkable that the longitude of Wash- 
ington, derived from these determina- 
tions, agrees almost exactly with the 
value obtained in 1913 and 1914 by the 
U. S. Naval Observatory and the Bureau 
ef Lonzgitudes of France, when radio sig- 
nals were used. 

While the cable and land wires made 
it possible to determine longitudes with 
great accuracy, yet the longitude sta- 
tions must be at the cable Pndings or 
along the land wires. It Is readily seen 
that the radio imposes no such restric- 
tions. Islands‘which have no cable sta- 
tion can now be located with the same 
accuracy as points on continents. The 
radio will be used to determine many 
places which now are shown inaccurate- 
ly on maps and charts. 

The radio time signals sent from sta- 
tions of various countries can be im- 
proved by the world longitude net. At 
present a navigator, explorer or surveyor 
may be receiving time signals from more 
than one station. He may receive from 
one station today and from another one 
tomorrew. If there is an error in the 
difference of longitude between two ob- 
servatories from which the signals ema- 
nate, this error will appear in the time 
of receipt of the signals. If the explorer 
or navigator should rate his chronometer 
or watch by these signals, he might get 
into serious difficulties. It is far better 
that there should be no such discrepan- 
cles. The writer has recently learned 
from an astronomer in China that there 
are discordances in the time signals sent 
from different radio stations. He was 
puzzled as to the cause of his difficul- 
ties. His troubles were caused by errors 
in longitude and, to some extent, by in- 
accurate relaying of the signals from 
the base stations through other distrib- 
uting stations. It would be well if those 
ragio stations in the United States and 
our possessions could be equipped with 
automatic devices for relaying the sig- 
nals sent from the U. S. Naval Ob 
servatory, through the Annapolis station. 
This, of course, applies equally to the 
signals sent by other countries. 

The U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey 
has been using the Annapolis signals in 
radio longitude work for several years, 
and the Navy Department has co-operat- 
ed even to the extent of sending special 
signals at 4 o’clock in the morning for 
the use of observers of the survey work- 
ing in Alaska. 

At the end of each month the super- 
intendent of the U. S. Naval Observatory 
mails a table of the corrections to the 
U. S&S. Coast and -Geodetic Survey and 
other interested organizations which 
should apply to the signals sent out dur- 
ing each day of the precading month. 
This makes it possible to do more re- 
fined longitude work than would other- 
wise be the case. 

Geodesists and astronomers have con- 
sidered making a radio longitude net 
since the first radio signals were re- 
cefved across the Atlantic. Many ob- 
stacles arose to postpone actual opera- 
tions, but now they seem to have been 
overcome. 

The world wide longitude determina- 
tions by radio were discusseg at length 
at the joint meeting of the International 
Astronomical Union, held at Rome, Italy, 
in May, 1922, but the plans proposed 
were very elaborate, involving the ex- 
penditure of much money. There was a 
wide diversity of opinion as to the in- 
struments which should be employed, 
and last, but by no means least. it was 
shown by Prof. Sampson of the Astron- 
omical Observatory of Edinburgh that 
the time signals sent out by radio from 
the great astronomical stations of the 
world were not consistent and, therefore, 
they would not be suitable for the longi- 
tude net. 

Sampson had for many months com- 
pared the times of tht receipt of the 
time signals sent from six or more sta- 
tions with his clock at Edinburgh ang 
found disagreements among them 
amounting to large fractions of a sec 
ond, It should be said, in justice to as- 
tronomers, that only occasionally do they 
attempt to obtain the greatest possible 
accuracy in their time determinations, 
for their problem is primarily to deter- 


mine the right ascension of stars rather 
than longitudes on the earth. 

At the Rome meeting the writer told 
of the wonderful accuracy of the time 
determinations’ by the observers of the 
l'.. S Coast and Geodetic Survey when 
getting the longitude of many stations in 
this country. It was shown that the 
average error in the determination of a 
longitude is about 0.01 seconds. This, 
transformed in the average latitude of 
the United States, is only 12 feet. The 
stations referred to are usually in small 
villages or out in the country away from 
great masses of buildings which tend to 
disturb the star observations and the ob- 
servations are made with small instru- 


ments used at most astronomic observa- | 
tories. The writer advocated employing 
the instruments and methods used in) 
geodetic work rather than those em- | 


ployed at most astronomical observatories 
for the world wide longitude net. 

The Rome discussions resulted in much 
study and testing of time work. When 
the geodetists and several astronomers 
from about 25 countries met at Madrid 
this year, it was decided that with our 
present knowledge the world net could 
be undertaken with assurance that satis- 
factory results would be obtained.

There is a definite relation, of course, 
between time and longituge for the com- 
plete circuit.of the earth in an east and 
west direction is 360 degrees and the 
time of revolution of the earth on its 
axis is 24 hours, thus making a differ- 
ence in time of one hour, equivalent of 
15 degrees in longitude. 

The most refined instruments are used 
in the time observations andthe error 
in the determination of the time on any 
one night ts not greater than .01 or .02 
second.
